Barney Rollo, the Itallan who was held 
up on the highway Sunday morning and 
Shot three times, died tonight. It was the 
first crime charged to the negroes which 
led to the murderous attack on the blacks. 
The funeral will be held Sunday and is 
Sure to be largely attended. The extra 
police force of white men was put on by 
the mayor at the request of the merchants, 
but it was really a farce. The business 
men demanded the increase of the force 
in order to protect their stores from inob 
violence. The mayor said all right, and 
at once named the business men who had 
made the request. Among them was Man- 
ager Dalzell and the entire clerical force 
of the Spring Valley Coal Company, who 
have pressing work to attend to now. 
These men, however, turned the tables on 
the mayor by demanding firearms as offi- 
cers of the law. The mayor then said they 
Should return to their places of business, 
and when he was ready for them he would 
let them know. A prominent business man 
remarked before the meeting broke up: 

*“‘Now, Mr. Mayor, we are ready to serve 
in any emergency when you call upon us, 
as you say you will, but we want you to 
understand that we will expect you to 
lead us in such ah emergency, for we will 
know that we will then be at a safe dis- 
tance, and safe from harm.” 

The ten colored men who were appointed 
have armed themselves mostly with horse 
pistols, which are onsidered sufficient to 
protect the colored settlement, provided 
they keep together. 

Among the business men of Spring Valley 
there is much apprehension over the situa- 
tion tonight and a meeting was held to 
take some concerted action, which has been 
kept secret. 

The committee of colored people from 
Chicago arrived at Seatonville during the 
day, and after investigating the trouble, 
they drove to Spring Valley to learn more.

COLLISION IN DETROIT RIVER. 


Feet of Water. 

Detriot, Mich., August 9.—The steamers 
Britannic and Russia were in collision in 
the Detroit river just below Wyandotte this 
evening, The Britannic was sunk and one 
of her firemen drowned. The Russia was 
badly damaged, but managed to keep afloat 
umtil she reached the Detroit dry dock. 
The Britannica was bound down, lozded 
with ore for Erie. The Russia was bound 
up, with a load of package freight. The 
steamers exchangec the proper passing sig- 
nals, but fust before they reached each 
other the Wheel chain of the Britannic 
broke and she, took a sudden sheer direct- 
ly across the bow of the Russia. “© There 
was no time to avoid @ Gollision. The Rus- 
sia struck her on thé starboard s'de amid- 
ships, opening a big gap. The hritannic 
filed and sank immediately in thirty feet 
of water. All of the crew, with the éx- 
ception of a fireman called ‘“‘Charley,’’ es- 
caped, He was unable to reach the @eck 
before the vessel sank. The Russia had a 
hole stove in her bow, and she began to 
settle. Her pumps jprere set going and she 
managed to reach the dry dock, where she 
was immediately docked for repairs, 

The Britannic was a wooden vessel of 
1,121 tons register. She was built in 1868 at 
West Bay City, Mich., and was owned by 
W. J. White, of Cleveland. She was val- 
ued at $60,000 and is covered by insurance, 


MURDERED TWO MEN. 


of Fremont Smith In a 
California Prison. 

San Francisco, August §9.—Fremont Smith 
was hanged at San Quentin prison this 
morning for two brutal murders commit- 
ted near Colusa, in Décember 1893. Smith 
and two companions, known as Dolph and 
and Charley, were fishermen and lived in a 
cabin together. The murderer chopped 
Dolph to pieces with an ax and shot Char- 
ley. He then robbed them both and made 
his escape, but was captured three days 
later. 

When Smith stood upon the trap he pro- 
tested his innocence and said he had the 
proud distinction of being the first man in 
California to be legally murdered. 

Smith weighed 220 pounds. The crop was 
adjusted for only five feet, Owing to this 
fact. Even that was too much. As he fell, 
the noose cut into the flesh from ear to 
ear, almost severing the head from the 
body. Blood spurted in every direction, 
and trickled down the body to the floor, 
The dripping of the blood was the only 
found that broke the stlence of the death 
chamber. In six minutes he was pronounc- 
ed dead. 

When the black cap was removed it was 
found that a portion of the Spinal vertebrae 
had been forced through the flesh and the 
head was connected with the body only by 
the muscles of the neck.

The most promising immigration scheme 
that has been started in South Carolina 
lately is that projected by Colonel Mike 
Brown, of Barnwell, vice*president of the 
Carolina Midland railroad. Colonel Brown 
has associated with him Messrs. James U. 
and Walter Jackson, of Augusta, and these 
gentlemen have opened an office in Chicago 
through which immigration from thé north- 
west is to be worked. 

The Carolina Midland road is about fifty 
miles long and runs from Allendale, where 
it connects with the Port Royal and Aur 
gusta road, to Seven, almost a jumping off 
place in the backwoods of Aiken county. 
The road traverses some fine, but unde- 
veloped, sections of country, and it is with 
the hope of building up the country along 
the line of this road that the scheme has 
been started. With the emigration scheme 
comes also the project of extending the 
road on to Greenwood, 8. C., where it 
would have good northern and western 
connections. 

These gentlemen have made large adver- 
tising contracts with newspapers in the 
horthwest and they propose to work that 
field thoroughly. Arrangements have about 
been completed with Messrs. Qually and 
Spizzeri, who represent a _ trans-Atlantic 
line of steamers that proposes to bring 
over a number of German immigrants. 

The Carolina Midland Railroad Company 
controls large areas of land along its line 
which it offers to settlers on easy terms. 

Already thirty German families have 
been secured from Pullman; Ill. Ten of 
these. families are expected to arrive short- 
ly amd the remainder will follow as soon 
as the first ten select their homes. 

The scheme promises well, as the country 
in which the settlements are to be made 
is very fertile and a great deal of the soil 
is in a state of original fertility. It is a 
perfect climate, and with the extension of 
the Carolina Midland road, which seems 
Sure to be accomplished very soon, a good 
market will be opened up for all the prod- 
ucts of the farm. 

The Abney Case. 


Messrs. John McMaster and H. L, Abney, 
attorneys for William Sheppard, the white 
man serving a sentence in the penitentiary 
under an order from Judge Townsend for 
contempt of court, in that he violated the 
dispensary law after being ordered not to 
do so, left this morning for Cheraw, where 
they go to ask Chief Justice McIver to re- 
lease their client on the ground of the un- 
constitutionality of that section of the dis- 
pensary law allowing a circuit judge to im- 
prison a man without trial by jury. As- 
sistant Attorney General Townsend will 
represent the state. It is possible that the 
real points at issue will not be passed 
upon, but that the discussion may take the 
form of a question as to the jurisdiction 
of the supreme court justice to review a 
case of contempt, such being entirely 
within the discretion of the circuit judge.

Gainesville, Fia., August 9.—Register 
Barco and Receiver Wainwright, of the 
United States land office, today rendered 
a very important decision in the case of the 
naval reserve lands which have been the 


Fine Land for Home- 


Subject of much investigation of iate. The, 
order throws open for entry 44,260 acres of 


lands situated in Alachua, Levy, LaFay- 
ette, St. Johns, Suwanee and Santa Rosa 
counties. 

A few months since all of the naval re- 
serve lands in the state were transferred 
to the department of the intérior for home- 
stead entry and when the report reached 
this state there was a rush of settlers to 
procure lands, A large number of people 
staked off tracts of 160 acres and erected 
rude huts upon the same, This was done 
in order to secure the first privilege of 
homesteading in case the lands were de- 
clared open to entry. For some reason or 
other the secretary of the interior did not 
declare the land open and nothing more 
was heard @f the matter until a dispatch 
appeared in The Times-Union to the effect 
that a discovery had been made in the 
office of the assistant secretary of the in- 
terior that the land alluded to had been 
ceded to the state under the sWamp act of 
18o!. 

This report caused considerable consterna- 
tion among the squatters mentioned above, 
as it deprived them of the right to the land. 
The register and receiver here at once in- 
stituted an investigation which has resulted 
in the above order. 

The investigations showed that the land 
had not been selected under the swamp 
land act. Some of the land affected is the 
very finest and is especially adapted to 
farming purposes. 

The decision includes all of the naval re- 
serve land in the state with tne exception 
of the Pensacola navy yards.

Dr. Magruder, of the marine hospital corps, 
who was in charge of the yellow fever 
quarantines at Brunswick and Jacksonville 
two years ago, has been sent from. Galves- 
ton to take charge of the Texas camp. The 
negroes .are tefng given United Seates 
army rations and are comfortably housed. 
The smalipox is of a mild type, it is stated, 
and the death rate is small.

In the English army a soldier ts drummed 
to church just as he is to drill or dress 
parade. 

Mediaeval knights often took a voluntary 
oath that they would never spare the life 
of an enemy, 

Exchange of prisoners was practiced in 
very early times by bcth the Greeks and 
the Romans 

When the “fighting bishop of Norwich,” 
in 1383, stormed the town of Gravelines, he 
massacred its entire population. 

Helvetius declared in his articles of war 
that soldiers ought to be made to fear their 
own Officers more than they do the enemy, 

The Koran forbids true belicvers to de- 
stroy the vines, palm trees, fryit trees, 
corn and cattle, even of their worst ene- 
mies. 

Bombardment of the residence portions of 
towns, now forbidden by the laws of war, 
has been repeatedly practiced in spite of 
this prohibition, 

In mediaeval times not only were living 
prisoners ransomed by their friends, but 
a ransom was demanded even for the bodies 
of those slain in action. 

During the days when armor was heaviest 
the cavalry was the slow moving army of 
the service, all movements requiring celer- 
ity being executed by the infantry, 

Hot shot as well as chain and grape shot, 
when first employed, were declared to be 
inventions of the devil, and not to be sanc- 
tioned among civilized nations 

In the fourteenth century the slaughter 
of women and. children after a town or 
castle had been taken by storm was one of 
the most common occurrences of war. 

Clearchus, the Spartan, laid down as one 
of the maxims of war the statement that 
a soldier ought to fear his own general more 
than he did the whole hostile army. 

During the war between Richard I of 
England and Philip Augustus of France, 
prisoners of both sides were blinded as a 
means of intimidating the besieged party. 

Ie Chevalier Bayard made by his ran- 
soms during the course of his military ca- 
reer mrcre than 4400 pounds, a sum equiva- 
lent to nearly ten times that umoun.hLew- 
adays. , 

At Gibraltar, dcring the most famous of 
its sieges, the French commander, learn- 
ing that Elliot’s men were suffering from 
scurvy, sent them as a present a boat load 
of carrots. 

Torpedoes, when first employed by Ameri- 
cans against the English in the Revolu- 
tionary war, were called ..merican turtles, 
and their use was pronounced infamous 
and worthy only of savages. — 

By”’the rules of chivalry all persons, male 
and female, old and young, in a town taken 
by assault, were liable to be put to death, 
and the men and boys seldom escaped the 
brutality ef the victors. 

At the storm of Madgeburg ty Tilly, in 
1631, this noted authority on the art of 
war laid down the’ general maxim that 

after a successful assault the soldicrs 
ought to have three hours of pillage. 

During the war between the Macedonians 
and the Romans both parties met peaceably 
on the island of Delos, the seputed birth- 
place of Apollo, and offered sacrifices to- 
gether to the deity of the island. 

When Meaux was surrendered to Henry 
IV clemency was promised to the popula- 
tion if six of the leading defenders were 
“given up to justice.”” These six were sur- 
rendered-and four of them were beheaded. 

At Sebastopol the opposing commanders 
exchanged civil courtesies. Sir Edmond 
Lyons sent Admiral Machinoff the present 
of a fat buck, and the Russian admiral re- 
turned the compliment with a large cheese. 

The use of cannon and bombs at their 
first introduction was prorounced diabolical 
by the ghurch authorities, and from one 
end of BRurope to the other the pulpit ora- 
iors thundered against these weapons of 
the evil one. 3 

At the siege of Jerusalem by Titus the 
eaptive Jews were crvecified by the Komans 
in such numbers that, as Josephus says, 
there was no longer wood of which to make 
the crosses nor space for them to stand. 

During the middle ages reprisals were 
common. The vengeance taken for a brave 
defense of a town or castle was generally 
the hanging of the most prominent officers 
and men among the defenders. 

When Richard I, with the other crusaéers, 
tock Messina, all the noble and good-look- 
ing women of the town were carried off. 
Sume were afterwards ransomed, while the 
greater part were held as slaves by their 
captors.

In ancient times prisoners were subjected 
to the most cruel tortures and . terrible 
forms of death. The monuments and rec- 
ords of Nebuchadnezzar tell with great unc- 
tion how many thousands of his enemies he 
beheaded, impaled and flayed alive. 

The bayonet was invented in 1323 by a 
woman of Bayonne, and the use of this 
weapon was at first strongly reprvbated by 
military authorities. The firat battle in 
which @ bayonet charge decided the fate 
of the day was that at Neerwinden, in 
1€93. 

Gustafus Adolphus, of Sweden, was, it 
is said, the first to dis with the regu 
lar declaration of war.’ Frederick the 
great made no declaration of war before 
his invasion of Silesia, the act of aggres- 
sion which broughi on the seven years’ 
war. 

In the fourteenth and fifteen centuries, 
even when France and England were at 
war, fishermen of the two nations remain- 
ed at peace, and without animosity bought 
from and soli to each other and exchanged 
their fish just as in times of profoundest 
peace. .

RAFTING THROUGH GRAND CANYON. 


A Preacher's Perilous Descent of the 
Colorado River. 
From The Los Angeles, Cal., Herald. 


Rev. David Utter, of Salt Lake, the noted 


Unitarian minister, who recently made the 
descent of the Colorado river on a raft, 
preached an eloquent sermon in the First 
Congregational church in San Bernardio, on 
Sunday mcrning, July 21st. 

The raft on which Mr. Utter made the 
perilous voyaz> was built of driftwood, 
twenty ‘feet long, six feet wide, and well 
spiked together, Two boxes, with false 
bottoms, containing provisions, were nailed 
upon the raft. They served as seats when 
the water was amooth and protected the pro- 
visions from the swash. The navigators 
got into serious trouble only once. On the 
first day the raft was carried into an eddy 
about 600 feet long and 300 feet wide, and 
very deep. At the foot of the eddy the 
current was so strong that it required an 
hour of the hardest kind of paddling to get 
over into the stream again,

The case of Miss Flagler, the young 
lady who recently shot and killed a 
negro lad while he was robbing her 
father’s fruit trees in Washington, seems 
to have excited some of our northern 
contemporaries beyond the bounds of 
reason. 

The young lady is the daughter of 
General Flagler and her culture and 
womanly virtues have made her very 
popular wherever she is known. It is 
admitted that she did not intend to kill 
the thief, but was merely firing her pis- 
tol in order to frighten him and the 
members of the gang who had continued 
to rob her father’s premises in defiance 
of repeated warnings. Had she aimed 
at him she would probably have missed 
him, but her random shots proved fatal. 

The coroner’s jury promptly discharged 
Miss Flagler, but the clamor of some of 
the newspapers caused her to be ar- 
rested and she had to give bond to await 
the result before the grand jury. Not 
satisfied with this; somé@ of the news- 
papers are pursuing her day after day. 
They demand a vigorous prosecution, 
and they picture for her a future of ter- 
rible remorse and social ostracism. The 
New York World says: 

It is well that Miss Flagler has been ar- 
raigned for the homicide she committed 
and held to answer. It is a little difficult 
to understand why she is released on bail. 

According to all the statements made 
she fired twice at. her victim and both 
times deliberately. It was probably the 
second, not the first shot, that RMlled, and 
a second shot is always necessarily delib- 
erate. , 

These facts on their face mean murder 
in the first degree, which is not and should 
not be a bailable offense. If that was not 
the crime committed it is for the woman 
who did the killing, in fulfillment of her 
threat made a week before, to establish 
the fact. , 

The coroner’s“dealing with the case was 
shameless from beginning to end. He made 
no -effort to secure other testimony than 
that of the girl and her friends, and he 
permitted the verdict to be altered in her 
favor after it had been signed. 

The further ¢proceedings im this case 
should make it clear that the laws against 
murder are the same for the socially dis- 
tinguished daughter of an army officer as 
for the meanest dweller in the slums. 


The Chicago Times-Herald is _ less 
brutal in its comments, but it declares 
that her rash act cannot be justified, 
and predicts that Miss Flagler will suf- 
fer in the years to come a greater pun- 
ishment than the law could inflict. 

At the very time when The World is 
doing everything in its power to preju- 
dice the public mind against Miss Flag- 
ler it is exerting all of its influence to 
save from punishment an ignorant, semi- 
barbarous woman of the slums in New 
York who murdered her lover who se- 
duced and then deserted her. Why this 
difference? Is it because Marie Barberi 
belongs to the slums while Miss Flagler 
is a lady moving in the best circles of 
society? Is The World endeavoring to 
excite the masses against the classes? 

The coroner’s jury took a common 
sense view of the case of Miss Flagler. 
They knew that the defendant killed 
the negro by accident, the pistol having 
been discharged simply to frighten him. 
But The World stupidly claims that it 
was murder in the first degree and is 
dissatisfied because the defendant was 
bailed. 

What do the newspapers want? Do 
they want to have this unfortunate 
young lady incarcerated in a loathsome 
pit for several months? Do they want 
to have her sent to the gallows? 

There has never been a more disgrace- 
ful attempt to hound down an innocent 
woman, and it should be resented by all 
good people. It is malignant persecu- 
tion or thoughtless folly for newspa- 
pers hundreds of miles away to assume 
that they understand the case better

The Discussion Boiled Down. 

If the silver standard has left Mexico 
in such a deplorable condition as some’ 
of the goldbugs assert, why is it that the

But if we are not already 
Mexicanized, why not restore silver to 
its old place, and thus restore its value, 
by depreciating the value of gold, which 
will no longer be in exclusive demand 
as the money of final payment? 

Honest voters who are keeping an eye 
on the ins «nd outs of the discussion 
would do well to bear in mind these bot- 
tom facts: that the Mexican dollar will 
buy as mueh in Mexico as the gold dol- 
lar will buy in the United States, and 
that the same Mexican dollar will buy 
more wheat and cotton in the United 
States today than the gold dollar would 
buy in 1873. 

As we have said a hundred times be- 
fore, the whole controversy hinges on 
prices. The producer, who deals in the 
products of his labor, wants these 
prodnets to buy as many debt-paying 
dollars as possible. The men who deal 
exclusively in money want their dollars 
to buy as much of the products of hu- 
man’ labor possible. On the one 
hand the producer is interested in mak- 
ing his products more valuable. On the 
other the money dealer is interested in 
making his dollars more valuable. This 
is all that there is in the whole discus- 
sion. The force of the argument is with 
the producer, for whatever enhances the 
value or price of his products puts more 
money in eireulation and gives an im- 
petus to all business and to all industrial 
enterprises.

Dr. E. B. Bush, of Miller County, 
Appointed by the Governor. 


HE -WILL ARRIVE IN ATLANTA TODAY 


The Matter Was Kept Quiet To Hold Of 
Candidates—W hat Governor At- 
kinson Has To Say. 


Dr. T. M. McIntosh, principal keeper of 
the penitentiary, has resigned. 

Three weeks azo his resignation was sent 
to Governor Atkinson. It was accepted, 
and since then Dr. E. B. Bush, of Colquitt, 
Miller county, has been tendered the posi- 
tion. 

The ‘announcement will cause the great- 
est surprise and sensation throughout the 
state, as it was thought that Dr. McIntosh 
was securely installed in office. The fact 
that the physician relinquished his office 
has been kept severely quiet for some 
time. When the letter containing his resig- 
nation came in.the governor was convales- 
cent from his extreme illness, and it was 
not deemed wise to make public the fact 
until a suitable successor could be selected 
in order that the flood of applicants might 
be checked. 

For some time Dr. McIntosh has had his 
resignation under consideration. Since his 
appoin‘inent he has found that the duties 
ettendailt upon his office require his ab- 
sence fron: Thomasville, where he resides. 
so frequently that it is in:possible to keep 
up with his home practice. 

He found also that to attend to the af- 
fairs devolving upon him it would be neces- 
sary to move to Atlanta. This he did not 
care to do, and it was for this that he de- 
cided, after long consideration, to send in 
his resignation to the governor. 

His Formal Resignation, 

His formal resignation was received at 
the governor's office on the 23d. This was 
as follows: 

‘Thomasville, Ga., July 22, 189%.—His Ex- 
celiency, W. Y. Atkinson, Governor of 
Gecrgia. My Dear Sir—I herewith tender 
vou my resignation as principal physician 
to the penitentiary. I do this because I 
find that mv duties to the state necessitate 
the practical abandonment of my residence 
in Thomasville. This I do not feel that I 
can or should do in justice to myself and 
others. I appreciate fully the compliment 
bestowed when the office was tendered me 
as a recognition on your part of my section 
of the state and, coming as it did, it its 
not without great reluctance that I resign 
it. My greatest regret, however, is that I 
shall be debarred a closer personal ac- 
quaintance with you which has been ex- 
ceedingly pleasant to me. Left this resig- 
nation take effect when my successor shall 
be appointed. I am very respectfully yours, 

“T. M. McINTOSH.” 
To Keep It Quiet. 

In view of the feeble condition of the 
governor at the time, it was advised that 
the matter be kept quiet. In fact, the gov- 
ernor was not informed of the fact until 
he had been up some time. Then he was 
told that the resignation must be accepted 
and a sué¢cessor appointed. 

Dr. E. B. Bush Named. 

It was some days before the governor 
named the next principal physician. After 
looking over the entire state, he came to 
the’ conclusion that Dr. E. B. Bush, of 
Colquitt, Miller county, was the man for 
tlre place. 

Dr. Bush is a man well known through- 
out all south Georgia. Asa practicing phy- 
siclan he stands high, and in a political 
line he has great influence, having been a 
representative from his county several 
times. He was prominent in the senate 
also a few years ago. Dr. Bush is forty- 
tive years old. 

Will Arrive Today. 

No comniission has been issued or order 
appointing the new physician signed, but 
he will arrive today from ‘Thomasville, 
where he has been in consultation with the 
retiring physician, and it is possible that 
the oaih will be administered. 

What the Governor Says. 

Governor. Atkinson was seen last night at 
the mansion.

Bridge Yesterday ‘Alternoon. 


TEMPORARY SIDEWALKS WERE LAID 


And the Work on the Roadway Is Now 
Being Pushed Right Alongtor All 
There Is in It. 


The Broad street bridge was thrown 
open to pedestrians yesterday afternoon, 
and during the last hours of the day and 
the early hours of the evening people 
thronged the temporary sidewalk along- 
Side the bridge, looking at the men at 
work and walking over. 

The construction of the sidewalks was 
commenced in the afternoon, and so rapid 
was the work pushed along that pedes- 
trians were passing over before 5 o'clock. 

Mr. Bell, chairman of the bridge com- 
mittee, was the first man to cross the new 
bridge, and as he walked over he was ob- 
served by quite a number of ‘persons who 
had been drawn thither to watch the work. 
After Mr. Bell came a great number of 
people who walked across and many of 
whom stopped on the sidewalk to see the 
men at work. 

Before commencing work on the side- 
walks the squad oi men were engaged all 
day in laying the heavy iron flooring upon 
which the cement and the brick are to be 
laid. The heavy sheets are one-quarter .of 
an inch thick and are about fifteen feet 
long by about four wide. They are con- 
structed with sinks in them so that the 
cement will take good bedding and make a 
good rest for the brick which is to form 
the flooring. The speed the men are mak- 
ing with the work indicates that Swverin- 
tendent Webster will be able to keep his 
promise and turn the bridge over to the 
city the last of next week for an inspection 
by the committee. 

But whether or mot the bridge will be 
opened with anything like a public demon- 
Stration cannot yet be told. Some of the 
members of the committee are more than 
anxious to do so, but at the same time they 
are fearful that it will be an “Impediment 
to the traveling public and are now giving 
the question a careful study. 

“I should like very much,’’ said Mr. Bell, 
chairman of the committee, yesterday, “to 
see something of the kind before the bridge 
is turned over to the public, but it may be 
that we will not be able to do anything. 
The members of the committee have. not 
discussed the matter yet except in a very 
informal manner, but I think we will have 
a meeting one day the early part of next 
week and at that time talk it over. If 
the members of the committee should de- 
clae to have something of the kind the 
members of the general council will most 
certainly concur. Then it will not take us 
long to make up a programme for the 
event.. In fact, the programme would be a 
Short one—one that could be made in a very 
few minutes by the members of the com- 
mittee, It would most likely consist of a 
surrender of the bridge to the mayor and 
general council by the bridge committee 
after that committee had made a most 
thorough and careful examination of the 
place. Then the mayor would have a few 
words to say and the bridge would then be 
declared open for travel. That's about 
all 1 Know in connection with the open- 
ing.”’

WILL ASK FOR A NEW TRIAL MONDAY 


Failingin That the Petitions in Mrs. No- 
bies’s Behalf Will Be Presented 
tothe Governor, 


Unless @ new trial is granted or Governor 
Atkinson interferes, the hanging of Mrs. 
Nobles will take place next Friday at high 
noon jn the quiet little town of Jefferson- 
ville, 

But the fact that the time is short has 
not deterred the ladies from putting forth 
every effort in behalf of the condemned wo- 
man, Never before in the history of the 
state.have the ladies been so interested in 
any case, and if their earnest efforts are of 
any avail the neck of Mrs. Nobles will be 
saved. The fact that she is a woman, old 
and decrepit, believed to be insane and in- 
capable of discerning between right and 
wrong has greatly worked upon the senti- 
ment of the public, and thousands have 
signed the petition directed to Governor At- 
kinson asking that he commute the sen- 
tence, 

This petition has found its way into every 
county of the state, and the papers have 
been returned bearing the signatures of 
many, Interest is strong in every village, 
and the friends of the condemned won an 
are working to have her sentence commut- 
ed, while those who favor her hanging are 
just as artxious to see the law take its 
course, «: is a matter in which nearly eve- 
ry one has been deeply interested and the 
press of the country has had much to say 
upon the subject. Some think it unjust and 
unbecoming the dignity of a state to hang 
a woman, while others express themselves 
that justice should be meted out without 
sentiment, and that a woman, when con- 


crime. The state is stirred from center to 
circumference and the result of the work 
on the part of the ladies will be watched 
with much eagerness. 

For several weeks the petitions have been 
circulated in every county of the siate, but 
now it appears that the plans of the ladies 


‘have been changed. Though the work of 


obtaining signatures to the petition will 
be continued without abateracnt, another 
programme has been inaugurated and the 
courts will be:appealed to. Eminent coun- 
sel has been procured and on next Mon- 
day a motion for a new trial will be filed 
before Judge Smith, of the Oconee circuit. 
The grounds for the filing of'this motion 
will be that Mfrs. Wobles did not have tbe 
proper counsel at the late trial, and that she 
was not fairly tried. The verdict of the 
court will be attacked and an effort will be 
made to show that the verdict was contra- 
ry to the evidence and not in keeping with 
the law. Another feature of the paper will 
be the presentation of the fact that Mrs. 
Nobles was insane at the time the horrible 
deed was committed, and is now not in a 
condition to appreciate or understand her 
situation, 
Attorneys in the Case. 

The motion will be filed by the counsel 
that the ladies of the state have procured 
for Mrs. Nobles. On yesterday Colonel W. 
C. Glenn, of this city, was engaged to de- 
fend Mrs, Nobles, and associated with him 
will be Harris & Harris, of Macon, and J. 
H. Pittman, of LaGrange. These lawyers 
rank high in their profession, and the fight 
that has begun for the life of the murderess 
will be one of the most fiercely fought legal! 
battles that has possibly ever been waged 
in the history of the state. Every point 
will be fought for, and the array of legal 
talent will be ably supported in their work 
by the sentiment of the state at large. It 
was stated yesterday thata change of venue 
would be asked for, but this was denied. 
It is a well known fact that the people of 
Twiggs county are anxious to see Mrs. No- 
bles hanged, and they are all very bitter 
against her. This fact probably gave rise 
to the report. ; 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the women 
in behalf of Mrs. Nobles the law is mdking 
all preparations for the execution of the 
sentence of the court. The scaffold, grim 
and gaunt, has already been erected, and 
the long rope has been purchased. Like a 
nightmare tiie scaffold stands and from 
this trembling platform the body of Mrs. 
Nobles will drop unless something is quick- 
ly done. All arrangements have been nade, 
and as the days pass rapidly by the time 
grows shorter. 

Is Mrs. Nobles Sanef 

The question regarding the condition of 
Mrs. Nobles’s mind has been frequently 
asked, and as her mother and her mother’s 
sister both died in the asylum, it is .only 

atural that this question should be raised. 

So impressed has the governor been with 
the importance of ascertaining the mental 
condition of the woman that he has in- 
structed the chief physician of the peni- 
tentiary to make an examination and 
see just what her condition is. This ex- 
amination has been made, but Dr. Mclin- 
tosh has not as yet made his report to the 
governor. It is very probable that this re- 
port will be made this morning. 

A great deal of pressure ‘s being brought 
to bear upon Governor AtkKinson and the 
public are anxiously awaiting to learn his 
views upon the subject. 

What Manner of Woman Is Shetf 

The public have never before manifested 

so much interest in the history of a con- 
demned murderer, and the case of Mrs. 
Nobles has attracted almost mational in- 
terest. 
+ Mrs. Nobles is an aged woman, reared 
in the country and possessing no intelli- 
gence whatever. She was bor. and raised 
about twelve miles from Hawkinsville and 
was brought up in ignorance. She was 
twenty years of age before she ever visited 
the little city of Hakinsville and has ab- 
solutely had no advantages. She was never 
in the door ofa schoolhouse and can 
neither read nor write. Her d4ife has beeu 
spent in the country tand her life work 
has been accomplished in the field. 

Since her trial she has stated that she 
does not know the meaning of murder or 
courts and has never in her life had the 
opportunity of improving her mind. Judg- 
ing from what has been sa‘d it is probabie 
that Mrs. Nobles has but the smallest 
amount of intelligence and her mind is 
dwarfed to a considerable degre-. 

What the People Say of the Case. 

The comments of the public on the case 
of Mrs. Nobles makes interesting reading 
and were they all given in full the story 
would fill volumes. : 

‘‘Mrs. Nobles should most assuredly be 
hanged,” said a prominent Atlanta man 
yesterday, “‘and I do not believe in allow- 
ing justice to suffer on account of senti- 
ment. Her case must be viewed ffom a 
legal standpoint. She has been proved 
guilty of a most horrible crime and should 
pay the penalty. It is all bosh for one to 
say that she should not be hanged because 
she is a woman, for justice is blind. It is 
no respecter of persons and her life is 
demanded. If the life of a man is precious 
to him, the life of.a woman follows in tie 
same class. In the@yes of the law she is 
responsible for her deeds and I hope that 
the state will not show partiali 
ment in the matter. I hope the 
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“Crime ‘is crime,”’ said another gentleman, 
“and if Mrs. Nobles is guilty, her crime 
is to be paid ®y her death. I hope she will 
be made an example of and am frank .to 
say that the state cannot afford to put 
itself ‘wpon record, as countenancing the 
suppression of justice.” 

“From a sentimental point of view I am 
not in favor of hanging Mrs. No los, but as 
a matter of justice I think the ‘aw should 
be vindicated. Justice does not tuke into 
consideration the fact that the criminal is 
a@ woman, but rather that the woman is a 
criminal.” — > 
There are others, however, who take a 
different position in the matter and are 
emphatic in saying that she should not be 
hanged. 

“Hang a woman! Why the ent're state 
would blush at the sight of a woman dang- 
ling in the @ir, and I hope the fair name of 
Georgia will not be disgraced. Woman is 
considered all that is good, and as capital 
punishment is only to suppress crime, and, 
as a rule, women are not criminals, I 
think hanging of their sex should not be 
allowed. It would be a shame and dis- 
grace and we cannot afford to have this 
occur. ~ believe the {women—the roble 
women of Georgia—will prevail. From the 
bottom of my heart I pray that her I‘fe 
may ‘be spared.”’ 

Other expressions of this character were 
made by many men and women and it was 
hard to tell just what is the sentiment of 
the masses.

Joe Williams, the Alleged Murderer, Is 
Carried to Milledgeville. 


HIS CONDITION WAS UNCHANGED 


The Boy Who Imagined That He Was Be- 
ing Recto Will Be Treated atthe 
Asylum and May Recover, 


Joe Williams, the young man who was 
declared insane several days ago by a jury 
of twelve men summoned by Ordinary Cal- 
houn, was taken to Milledgeville yesterday 
afternoon by the chief of the county police, 
Verner. Williams will be placed in the 
state insane asylum? ,@ that place. 

Williams 4s believed to have been the 
murderer of B. H. Wylie, the watchman 
for the Old Dominion Guano Co., who, it 
will be remembered, was shot and instantly 
killed while walking along @ platform 
around the building of that company one 
night about three or four weeks ago. ‘The 
coroner’s jury which investigated the 
murder of the watchman, declared that it 
was its belief that Williams committed 
the crime and also that, in the opinion of 
the jurors, the boy was at the time of the 
killing and at the time of the inquest, in- 
sane. 

The coroner’s jury recommended that 
the coroner swear out a writ of lunacy 
against Williams, whict was done, with 
the result stated. Williams was tried on 
the writ before Ordinary Calhoun two 
weeks ago and declared insane after a 
three hours’ session of the jury. Williams 
was placed in jail where he has been in 
confinement until yesterday afternoon. 
The boy has always strongly denied that 
he murdered Watchman Wylie, but the 
circumstances of the murder and the boy’s 
condition left no doubt in the minds/of 
all acquainted with the facts that Williams 
committed the crime. 

The removal of Williams to the asylum, 
it is believed, will result for his betterment. 
It is not thought that the boy’s mind is 
permanently unbalanced. W/filliams imag- 
ined that he was being drugged by every- 
body, and it is that imagination that is said 
to have caused him to commit the crime 
he is charged with. He said on several 
occasions that Wylie was trying to drug 
him, and when in the station house before 
being tried for lunacy, Williams said that 
he was glad Wylie was dead, giving as a 
reason for his wish that the watchman 
had tried to poison him by putting acid in 
a bucket of water. 

Williams’s case was one of the strangest 
on record, If he committed the crime 
charged to him he did it with the most 
remarkable deliberation. Every detail of 
the murder seemed to have been planned 
perfectly and the officers who worked the 
case could find only circumstantial evi- 
dence against the boy, which, however, 
was conclusive. It will be remembered 
that Williams purchased cartridges on the 
day of the murder and that an empty shell 
of the kind purchased was found in a 
field through which the boy admitted to 
have walked through on the night of the 
murder. Several other strong circum- 
stances pointed to his guilt and no other 
clue was followed by the officers after the 
coroner’s inquest was held. 

{chief Verner left for Milledgeville on the 
Southern railroad at 4:10 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and was due in that city last 
night. He will return to Atlanta this af- 
ternoon., 

The county police worked up the case 
against Williams and proved to the sat-- 
isfaction of the coroner's jury and the 
people of East Point that the boy com- 
mitted the crime.

The Exchange Position. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 

Practically everybody in the exchange 
market realizes that the syndicate is no 
longer supplying bills to the street. It is 
not correct to say that the syndicate is no 
longer selling exchange, because it is selling 
a little for special reasons to certain peo- 
ple. It is not correct, technically, to say 
that the syndicate is refusing to sell ex- 
change, because it is offering bills, but at 
rates which put them out of the market. 
The rates asked are such as to make it 
quite clear that it is not desired to effect 
sales. Practically, the fact is, as stated, 
that the syndicae is no longer a source of 
supply of bills to the street in generaf. 

Vigorous efforts are being made by the 
syndicate and by bankers closely :dentified 
with the syndicate to prevent sales of ex- 
change by other people against exports of 
gold, to be made at the end of this week. 
These efforts have been successful in a 
good many cases, although on the other 
hand. a good many buyers of exchange 
have openly stated that they are willing to 
deal with anybody whether he ships gold or 
not. A fair amount of this exchange was 
sold yesterday, and it is probable that un- 
less there are some unforeseen develop- 
ments in the exchange market before the 
end of the week a round amount of gold is 
likely to be shipped. 

The absence of “futures’’ from the ex- 
change market is very marked, It has been 
supposed hitherto that the high rates for 
exchange would bring large offerings of 
futures, but the reverse has been the case. 
People who have exchange futures to sell 
argue that the chances are in favor of very 
high rates for spot exchange this fall in 
view of the large amount of short exchange

Too Hot for Business, Though Wheat

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Here is a Georgia woman who takes more 
than a mere superficial view of the ques- 
tion of riding bicycles and wearing bloom- 
ers—a woman who points out that there 


is much to criticize in woman’s dress, much 
that offends in the styles of the day, Cus- 
tom, she argues, is the power which rules 
the world in the matter of dress, not prin- 
ciple. There is much to consider in what 
she has written, and whether we agree 
with her or not in her views, we will all 
agree that what she has written is interest- 
ing. Her letter is as follows: 
Shall It Be Custom or Principle? 

“Editor Constitution: I have read with 
a great deal of interest the letters from 
different ones which have appeared in The 
Constitution for several days past relative 
to the bloomer-bicycle question, and have 
decided to say a few words in reference to 
it, also in defense of any pure-minded wo- 
man who owns and rides a wheel. I think 
that all which has been said on the part 
of Dr. Hawthorne or any one else, on this 
much-debated question has been said with 
the view of protection to all womanly wo- 
men, and all honor to those who would do 
$0 at any risk. I am a woman myself, but 
I do not think the bloomer-wearing, bi- 
cle-riding woman is the most disgraced 
woman we have, nor is she the one who 
deserves the most censure in this enlight- 
ened nineteenth century of unlimited privi- 
leges and adwanced thought. 

“Bet us look at some of the ruling ‘styles’

pay? 

“Where is the beauty in, or the necessity 
for the big sleeves which are so much in 
the way at the present time?

“Then if we would only stop for a mo- 
ment to consider the untold injuries the 
corset infliets on the soft yielding forms 
of so many of our beautiful girls, und think 
how many dreaded diseases that gradually, 
but fatally ‘lacing’ brings on, would we 
not exclaim: ‘Let them wear bloomers and 
blouses, but save them from wearing the 
abominabie corset!’

They 
are not fit to be the mothers of our giris 
and boys if they have not the moral cour- 
“ge for that.

He is under ar- 
rest on charges and under circumstances 
that would seem to confirm the belief that 
the Roy is of unsound mind. 

Lagwell seems to have a perfect mania 
for getting hold of and selling wagons and 
buggies. It is said that he has disposed of 
at least four conveyances of the kind in 
the last few days, all of which were secur- 
ed by means yet to be explained in the 
court. He says that he and another man 
bought buggies and wagons and sold them 
at a profit, the particular feature of the 
transactions being that the property was 
always bought on credit and sold for. 
cash at a sacrifice of the real worth of the 
conveyances. 

There are two state charges against the 
young man, and it is said that two or three 
more have been settled by his parents, dis- 
continuing prosecution. He is being held 
at the station house on two state warrants, 
one charging him with cheating and swind- 
ling, and the other with larceny, 

Sagwell seems to have been very success- 
ful in buying stuff on credit, promising 
to pay, in the usual manner. Sometime ago 
née Was arrested on a warrant chapgi him 
with cheating and swindling, sworn out by 
‘a Decatur street jeweler. It was aileged 
that the boy bought a watch on the install- 
ment plan, agreeing to pay for it at a cer- 
tain time. When he failed to comply with 
his contract the jeweler swore out the war- 
rant against him and had the boy arrested. 
The boy was sent to jail, and while in that 
institution made an unsuccessful effort to 
kill himself, much after the same manner 
he employed in the station house ‘i hursday. 
The case against him was settled in some 
manner and the boy was released cnly to 
get in trouble again under the same circum- 
stances, he purchasing things for which he 
failed to pay. ‘ 

Gave an Account of Himself. 

Bagwell gave an account of himself while 
in his cell last night. He seemed to have 
given up his idea that suicide was the prop- 
er thing and he laughed and talked with 
those around him. When asked if he had 
really eaten glass he insisted that he had 
and said that he did it with the intention 
of killing himself. 

The boy said that several days ago he 
went to a Mr. Cramer, a boiler maker on 
Marietta street, and rented from him a 
buggy for the sum of 25 cents. He was to 
use the buggy two or three hours, and af- 
ter paying the amount agreed upon he took 
the buggy and sold it for $1.76, dividing the 
money with a man who he claimed was in 
partnership with him in all the transactions. 

A few days later Bagwell says he went to 
the Standard Coal Company's office on 
East Hunter street and proposed to puy a 
wagon. He saw one that he liked and 
agreed to pay $12. for it. He says that he 
was allowed to take the wagon on payment 
of $1 down, the balance to be paid in in- 
stallments. He and his partner took the 
wagon and sold it for $3.50 to John Vilda, a 
horse trader. 

Sold Out to His Partner. 

The next transaction the boy mentioned as 
being implicated in was the securing of a 
buggy from James M. Smith, the manufac- 
turer. He agreed to pay $20 for the vehi- 
cle, he says. He said that a day or two af- 
ter its purchase his partner gave him $1.70 
for his interest in the“buggy. 

‘Bagwell said that his last transaction was 
the purhase from Owen Poe of a wagon. He 
agreed to pay $3 for the wagon, which he 
says was a broken-down farm wagon. He 
sold it for $2 in a short time after buying 
it on promise to pay $3. One of the war- 
rants against the boy was sworn out by 
Poe, and it charges him with cheating and 
swindling. The larceny warrant was sworn 
out by J. M. Wallace. 

‘ine boy will be arraigned before Justice 
Orr this morning and his transactions will 
be looked into fully.

The Myers Case Carred Before Him Yes- 
lerday at Union Point.

IT GOES OVER FOR SEVERAL WEEKS 


Will Be Called in-Atlanta on August 26th, 
Fight Over the Affidavits—The 
State Wanted Time. 


The hearing of the motion for the new 
trial of Will Myers goes over until August 


26th. 

This was ordered yesterday by Judge John 
Cc. Hart at the request of the counsel for 
the state in order that more time might 
be given to prepare answars to the numer- 
ous affidavits served by Mr. W. T, Moyers 
and his associates. 

These affidavits promise to be the cause 
of lively scenes before the case is con- 
cluded. The last filed are aimed at the 
professional integrity of Colonel W, ©. 
Glenn, attorney for the state. The glaring 
charge is made that this lawyer remained 
in the jury room while the jurors were 
just about to begin consultation, that he 
juggled with them and shook hands and 
was especially agreeable to two of them. 

Two affidavits are made to this effect. 
These were not read before Judge Hart 
yesterday. At the request of Colonel Glenn,’ 
who is pushing the case, they were reserved 
to be read when the hearing is called in 
Atlanta on August 26th. 

Concerning the attack made upon him 
Colonel Glenn refuses to talk. It was 
through his request that the affidavits 
against him were published, however, and 
his agressiveness in the matter shows that 
he has sensational material in reserve to 
fire when his answer to these affidavits are 
read, 

The Case Called. 

The case was called yesterday morning 
before Judge Hart at Union Point. All of 
the lawyers interested were present. Colonel 
Glenn and Solicitor Hill represented the 
state, while Mr. Moyers and Mr. aitchell 
were on hand for the defense. 

At the beginning of the hearing the state's 
attorneys called attention to the fact that 
the record of the trial was not correct. 
Mr. Moyers agreed to the correction and 
was then called upon to present his amend- 
ment to the motion for the new trial. 

This amendment was voluminous and call- 
ed out error after error brought forth to 
make up the grounds for new trial. 

Following are some of the most important 
reasons presented by Mr, Moyers to show 
why the new trial should be granted: 

“Because the court erred in allowing 
Lieutenant Meyers, of Cincinnati, O., 4 
witness for the state, to testify over the 
objections of defendant's counsel that he 
examined the register of the Indiana hotel, 
of Cincinnati, and saw on it the name of 
Cunningham, assigned to room 69, that be- 
ing the room in which Myers was after- 
wards found, This was error because it was 
secondary evidence, being parol evidence 
of the contents of a writing, and no effort 
having been shown to have been made by 
the state to obtain the original or otherwise 
to lay the foundation for the introduction 
of secondary evidence. 

‘Because the court erred in refusing to 
allow defendant’s counsel to ask Detective 
Cason, a witness for the state, if Perry 
Humphries had not reported to him a clew 
about a man called Brown Allen, or a man 
that answered the description given by the 
defendant to the detectives as the man 
who killed Crowley, which information or 
clew said Cason had failed or refused to 
follow up. This was error, because the 
witness, Cason, had testified that he had 
followed up all clews and had done every- 
thing he could to find Brown Allen, or the 
man that answered the description given 
of him by the defendant; and because it 
was a contention of the defendant that the 
detective had not in good faith sought to 
capture the real culprit, and the questions 
asked the witness and ruled out by the 
court were designed to contradict the tes- 
timony of the witness and to support the 
contention of the defendant. 

“For the same reason the court erred in 
refusing to allow defendant’s counsel to 
ask witness, Cason, if he remembered or 
had seen the publication in The Atlanta 
Journal about a family of Allens in this 
city, which publication occurred some time 
in the fall of 1894, the purpose of the ques- 
tions being to show that said Cason had not 
diligently searched for Brown Allen, or for 
the man answering his description as given 
by the defendant in this case. 

“Because the court erred in charging the 
jury as follows: ‘If you believe from the 
evidence in this case that William J. My- 
ers killed Forrest L. Crowley and the kill- 
ing was murder, you will Suy, “‘We, the 
jury find the defefidant guilty.” The effect 
of this verdict is to subject him to the 
death penalty, unless I exercise the dis- 
cretion given me by the law and sentence 


,him to imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
life,’ etc. This was error, because it tempt- 


ed the jury to throw off the responsibility 
and to cast upon the shoulders of the court 
the question of whether mercy should be 
Shown to the defendant by giving him a 
life sentence. Defendant Says that this 
charge ef the court injured him; that the 
jury should have felt the full measure of 
their responsibility, and should so far as 
they could have settled the question among 
themselves as to whether they thought he 
should have been found guilty of murder 
‘without a recommendation. 

“Because the court erred in failing to 
charge the jury the law on the subject of 
confession, their admissibility, weight, etc.

Court was then adjourned and the law- 
yers left for this city last night, Colonel 
Glenn, Solicitor Hill and Colonel Moyers 
returning on the Georgia road. Interesting 
developments are expected between this 
and the time for the hearing. 


SMITH MAY RETURN. 


All Charges Against the Missing 
Money Broker Withdrawn. 


There is now only one hindrance to John 
S. Smith’s returning to Atlanta and walk- 
ing the streets with impunity, An indict- 
ment charging him with gaming is that 
hadrance. 

All other charges against the missing 
money broker were withdrawn yesterday, 
as was the $100 reward which was offered 
for Smith shortly after his departure, 

The meaning of the action of his prose- 
cutors in withdrawing the charges against 
Smith cannot be exactly surmised. 

Yesterday morning Mr. G. 8. Brewster, 
of the Moody Loan and Banking Company, 
which institution was foremost in the effort 
to have Smith arrested and brought back 
to Atlanta, called on Chief Connolly ard 
asked that the check for $100, placed in 
the chief’s hands several weeks ago as a 
reward to be paid to the captor of the miss- 
ing alleged embezzler, be returned to him. 
Mr. Brewster stated to the chief that his 
firm had decided to withdraw all charges 
against Simth and he wanted the warrant 
standing against the missing bro«er dis- 
missed, 

Chief Connolly pulled out his pocketbook 
in which he has carried the check since 
the day it was written, and after smooth- 
ing it out and taking a last look at the 
document, he handed it to Mr. Brewster. 
A search was made for the warrant charg- 
ing Smith with embezzlement, and curing 
the day it, too, was resurrected and buried 
again, marked worthless, void or something 
else destroying its usefulness. 

Those proceedings were the finale of one 
of the most strange and sensational dis- 
appearances that have been recorded, s0 
far as the police are concerned, The entire 
police department worked many days end 
nights searching for Smith when his depast- 
ure became known, or rather his disapp°ar- 
ance. It was for a long time believed that 
he had been murdered and hid somewhere 
in the coungry or city, and every suspicious 
looking place in the county was searched 
for the body of{ the supposed dead man. 
When it was finally reported and substan- 
tiated that Smith was in Mexico, the cffi- 
cers breathed a sigh of relief, and they 
were willing to let the name of Smith be 


| left alone in the directories. 


Chief Connolly was the last member of 
the department to have cause to be remind- 
ed of the missing broker, and his being ap- 
pointed holder of the reward check brought 
that about, Consequently when he returned 
the wrinkled and dusty check to Mr. 
Brewster yesterday morning the connection 
of the police department with the disappear- 
ance or return of Smith was brought to 
an end. 

It was said on the street yesterday that 
there was a probability that Smith would 
return to Atlanta and square up his indebt- 
edness, but the rumor could not be substan- 
tiated on account of the absence of Smith, 
He, it will be remembered, has been report- 
ed as willing and anxious to come back and 
make a settlement of his affairs, and for 
several days negotiations to that effect 
were being actively conducted. For some 
reason unknown, these negotiations fell 
through, and Smith was left supposedly in 
Juarez, Mexico, where he was located when 
last heard from, 

The receipt of a telegram by Captain 
Wright Thursdey frony Hartselle, Ala, 
making inquiries about Smith, renewed the 
discussion as to his whereabouts, and was 
followed very quickly with the events of 
yesterday, as stated. 

Mr. Brewster, of the Moody Loan and 
Banking Company, said yesterday after- 
noon that his firm withdrew the charges 
against Smith and recalled the reward for 
the reason that nearly all of Smith’s in- 
debtedness to the firm had been settled, and 
that his firm expected to recover nearly all 
of the outstanding debt. Mr. Brewster 
said that he did not know if Smith would 
return, but that he knew of but one reason 
why he could not without fear of prose- 
cution, and that that was on the minor 
charge mentioned, 

The grand jury found an indictment 
against Smith shortly after his disappear- 
ance for gaming, but it is said that that 
indictment would not keep him away from 
the city if he should decide to return, 

It may be that Smith will turn up in At- 
lanta at any time, now that all charges 
against him have been withdrawn, except 
the one for gaming.

BRITANNIA WON. 


The Meteor Challenge Shield Given by 
> Emperor William. 

Cowes, August §.—The day set in with a 
good wind in the southwest, which later 
became strong, giving indications that to- 
day’s race for the Meteor challenge shield, 
the gift of Emperor William, would be one 
that would delight the hearts of every- 
body but calm weather yachtsmen. The 
course was from Cowes, the start being 
made westward, around the Isle of Wight 
to the starting point, a distance of sixty 
miles, for which distance the Ailsa allowed 
the Britannia 1 minute and 9 seconds. 

The conditions provided that three boats 
must start, or it would be no race. The 
Iveria, therefore, started simply to make it 
a race. She did not get away until ten 
minutes after the Britannia started, and 
about two hours later she retired from the 
contest. 

The Britannia won by 3 minutes and 27 
seconds. The usual course for the Meteor 
challenge shield is from Cowes to the 
Shambles lightship, round the back of the 
Isle of Wight, to and around the Nab 
lightship and back to Cowes, a distance of 
112 miles. Today, owing to the heavy wind, 
that part of the course around the Shambles 
lightship, which lies off Portland, and also 
the turn around the Nab lightship was 
omitted, thus reducing the distance more 
than one-half. The conditions of the race 
provide that the shield should be won twice 
by the same yacht. The Britannia, there- 
fore, will hold it, as last year she beat the 
Viking and Averna. The emperor’s cup 
was also sailed for today by yachts in 
cruising trim. The course was from Cowes 
westward to and around the Lymington 
buoy, thence eastward to and around the 
Warner lightship and back to Cowes, twice 
around. 

Twelve yachts started, but only eight 
finished. The Verena won on time allow- 
ance, although she finished fourth. The 
Amphitrite was the first to cross the finish 
line.

WITH THE RAILWAYS 


} An Excellent Service Between Atlanta 
and New Orleans. 


MEETING OF THE ROADS AT INTEREST 


Some of the Improvements That Have 
Been Proposed—Other News of 
the Railroads. 


Indications are good for the early inaug- 
uration of a superior passenger train ser- 
vice between Atlanta and New Orleans, 
which will involve a revision and general 
improvement of the schedules at Atlanta 
Over the Southern to the northeast, and at 
New Orleans over the Southern Pacific for 
the southwest. 

There was a very significant step taken 
in this direction yesterday by the meeting 
of representatives of all the lines at inter- 
est in this city. The meeting was held in 
the offices of President George C. Smith, 
of the Atlanta and West Point railroad. 

Each of the roads interested in the pro- 
posed scheme were represented by an offi- 
cial from the passenger traffic department 
and an official from the transportation de- 
partment, 

The Southern was represented by Gen- 
cral Passenger Agent W. A. Turk and As- 
sistant General Superintendent J. 8S. B. 
Thompson; the Atlanta and West Point by 
President Smith and General Passenger 
Agent John A. Gee; the Leuisville and 
Nashville by Genera] Passenger Agent C. 
P. Atmore and Superintendent of Trans- 
portation George C. Evans, and the South- 
ern Pacific by General Passenger Agent 5. 
F. B. Morse and General Manager J. 
Kruttschnitt. 

The mere fact that the meeting is at- 
tended by such prominent officials of the 
roads at interest counts for a great. deal 
and goes a long way towards showing that 
these lines keenly realize the need for im- 
provement of their service where such im- 
provement can be made. There has never 
been any complaint against the present 
service from the public, for the schedules 
are such as cannot well be complained at, 
even as they now stand. But the men who 
have in hand the management of these 
properties are extraordinarily enterprising 
and they have seen how the service and 
the schedules can be improved and have 
set about the task. 

As to the details of the changes sought 
to be made sufficient was said in yester- 
day’s Constitution to show what the plans 
of the railroaders are and what is likely 
to be done. 

The roads hope to get a dovble daily 
passenger service through between eastern 
points and southwestern points. 

The schedules from the northeast to New 
Orleans by way of Atlanta over the South- 
ern are already good, but there is a fall- 
ing off in the time on one of the trains re- 
turning. This through train after making 
excellent connection at New Orleans from 
the Southern Pacific with the Louisville and 
Nashville, arrives in Montgomery early in 
the night, but there is no schedule out of 
Montgomery unti! 11:30 o’clock that night 
to bring the train on to Atlanta. This 
train is purely local and makes no extra- 
ordinary connection here for the northeast. 
This will certainly be remedied. 
There is also a proposition before 
railroad men to make better time on the 
through fast mail brought into Atlanta 
from the northeast at 5:20 o’clock in the 
early morning. It is taken up by the At- 
lanta and West Point here at 5:30 o'clock 
and goes to Montgomery shortly after 10 
o'clock. It is now hoped that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville’s train, which takes up 
this mail train at Montgomery at that 
hour, can be made to make better time to 
New Orleans than it now makes. At pres- 
ent it is a local train and does not reach 
New Orleans until 10:30 o’clock at night. 
The hope is to make this train arrive in 
New Orleans at 7:30 o’clock in the early 
night. 

These will be vast improvements in the 
present schedules and it is very likely that 
they will go through at this meeting. The 
railroad men interested will continue their 
session today and it is very likely that 
they will inauguarate the changes desired.

The Southern Has Purchased and Will 
Operate New Dining Cars. 

The Southern railway Was made a pur- 

chase of a number of handsome new dining 
cars and they have come fresh from the 
Pullman shops, to be used, beginning to- 
day, on the Washington vestibule limited. 
The Southern will in the future operate 
its own dining cars on all lines, except the 
line from Chattanooga to Washington over 
the Shenandoah Valley route, which will 
continue to be run by the Pullman com- 
pany. 
Soon a dining car service will be put on 
the western system of the Southern from 
Cincinnati to Jacksonville, through Atlan- 
ta, this being the plan of the Southern offi- 
cials when they put on their wintea_ser- 
vice between the northwest and the south- 
east.

Deal Here Among the Officials. 


There is nothing definitely known here by 
the Seaboard Air-Line officials concerning 
the reports printed in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution concerning the probable linking of 
the Seaboard with the Kansas City, Mem- 
phis and Birmingham roads. 

It was reported from Birmingham that 
the Seaboard will most probably purchase 
the East and West railroad, which runs 
from Cartersville, Ga., to Pell City, Ala., 
there connecting by extension with the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
road for a western outlet. The story is 
old, but it is not known whether it is true 
or not.

Tickets to the Bxposition io Atlanta 
Will Be Cheap. 


CHICAGO LINES ALL HAVE AGREED 


Mr. Charley Harman’s Good Work for the 
Great Fair—Now, What Will the 
Other Territories Do? 


It was a great day for the Cotton States 
and International exposition when the lines 
| north of the Ohio river decided to approve 
‘the rates that have already been framed 
by the railroads in the territory south of 
the river. 

This was done at the meeting of the 
general passenger agents of the roads north 


of the Ohio river held in Chicago yester- 
day. 

It was recommended by the representa- 
tives of those lines at the meeting held in 
Chicago day before yesterday, a full re- 
port of which appeared in yesterday's Con- 
stitution. 

Much credit is due to Mr. Charley Har- 
man, general passenger agent of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, who went to 
Chicago to attend the meeting and who 
worked hard for the approval of the rates 
by the roads north of the river. Mr. Har- 
man is directly interested in this work and 
has done much for the exposition in the 
matter of such labors as have brought 
about the adoption of such cheap rates to 
Atlanta during the great fair. 

He has worked up a great business for 
the exposition by securing cheap rates from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta to bring thousands 
of members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic from the celebration of the dedi- 
cation of the national military park at 
Chattanooga on September 18th, 19th and 
20th. 

The Western and Atlantic will bring 
twenty or thirty thousand of the old 
soldiers from the north to the exposition 
oh those days from Chattanooga on a rate 
of little more than $2 for the round trip. 

Mr. Harman has always held that the 
| roads north of the Ohio river cught to 
agree to the same rates to the exposition 
as were allowed by the roads this side of 
the river. He argued that Chicago was 
directly interested in the exposition, and 
urged that it would amount to a great deal 
to the city of Chicago if these rates. could 
be secured. 

It is a great thing for both Atlanta and 
Chicago, for these cheap rates will bring 
the two cities closer together than ever 
before. 

There was a meeting held in Chicago day 
before yesterday under the auspices of the 
Southern States Passenger Association for 
the purpose of arriving at some under- 
Standing as to the rates that are to be 
allowed in that territory to the exposition 
in Atlanta this fall. It was decided by the 
passenger agents present that they would 
recommend to their respective associations 
in the northwest that the rates already 
framed by the lines south of the Ohio river 
be adopted. 

This matter came up yesterday before 
the Chicago and Ohio River association in 
Chicago, and it was agreed to adopt the 
,lowest rates as scheduled by the roads 
\south of the Ohio river as a basis for 
‘fixing up the rates from Chicago to At- 
lanta and return. 

It was also decided to approve the rates 
of class A, which are rates of not more 
than one fare for the round trip, good to 
return any time during the exposition in 
Atlanta, and to be put on sale all days 
during the progress of the great fair. 

The Story from Chicago. 

The following dispatch. from Chicago tells 
,of the action of the railway asso@iaiion in 
that city: 

Chicago, August 9.—At today’s meeting 
of the Chicago ahd Ohio River Association 
, the only interesting feature was the recom- 
mendation made yesterday by the south- 
ern lines of rates to the Atlanta exposition. 
It was decided to adopt the lowest propo- 
_ sition, which is a cent a mile, tickets to 
be sold every ten days only, for the month 
-of September only. Class A rates were

Several shipments have been made that 
will be placed in the agricultural depart- 
ment. These consist of grain and seeds, 
and will fully and correctly convey the 
magnitude of the country’s wealth in this 
department. The goods are securely pack- 
ed, and will not be opened until the carpen- 
ters and workmen finish the building, A 
large shipment from the fish commission 
has been received. Of course no fish have 
been shipped as yet, and only hooks, nets 
and other details of the commission have 
been sent out, A large number of boats are 
in the building and more will follow in a 
few days. 

The interior department has shipped a 
small amount of its exhibit, consisting of 
transparent views from the geological sur- 
vey. These views represent the topography 
of the country of Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama. The contour of the country is 
given even to the slightest detail, and when 
one looks at the views he will have a good 
idea of the condition of the country. Every 
mountain, hill, fertile valley and sterile 
hill will be truly and correctly given. These 
transparencies will be placed in the win- 
dows, and will be easily seen by all who 
enter the building. 

The maps, charts and books: from the bu- 
reau of education have been received, but 
not unpacked. They come. securely boxed, 
and will be among the last of the packages 
that will be opened. The first shipments 
from the patent office have been received, 
and with them have been sent a large ship- 
ment of guns, cannon and army and navy 
exhibits. Several large guns, a few rapid 
firing guns, and many models of war ships 
are in the building, The torpedo boat that 
was shipped from the navy department,gat 
Washington*the other day has been receiv- 
éd and was unloaded yesterday afternoon. 
It is a beautiful piece of work, and is more 
than fifty feet long, weighing many tons, 
It is of the latest pattern, and is fitted 
with some of the best mechanical devices 
that are known to the world. It les very 
low in the water, and is a most difficult 
matter to train a gun on it with any cer- 
tainty of striking it. This boat is capable 
of accomplishing a great deal of damage, 
and will attract much attention from those 
who are interested in the progress of the 
navy of the United States,
